The situation is regarded as ma- 
terially different from thnt In Cuba, 
where the United States gains nothing 
substantial, but if we should annex the 
Philippines we should acquire a terri- 
tory almost AS large aa the British 
Isles, with a teeming population of 
more than 8,000,000 people.

ama. 
Behind these martial tunes he 


might have heard the music of cannon 
volleys, the sound of failing cities and 
the dying shrieks of a decadent people. 
But over these and louder he might 
have heard peans of praise from a 
helpless infant .nation, lifted 
out of 


servitude and cruelty by the work of 
the embattled hosts. 


The central motive of It was pride 


of the men and their work and the na- 
tion of which they are. 
This was the 


true significance of the event. 
Here 


and there, when some particularly re- 
nowned body of troops marched by, 
the President pleasantly waved his hat 
and motioned the crowds across the 
way to cheer. 


Mrs. McKinley saw the procession 


from a small stand on top of the con- 
servatory of the Llpplncott mansion, 
'back"of1 where the President stood. 


Over the President's head hung, a 


canopy bearing on Its face the coat 
of arms of the United States and sur- 
mounted by the new President's flag, 
for the first time unfurled In the Unit- 
ed States. 


During the parade the President waa 


surrounded by a small party consist- 
ing'of Vice President Hobart, Secre- 
tary of War Alger, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson, Postmaster General 
Smith, Private Secretary Porter, Mayor 
Warwick and a few members of the 
jubilee committee. 


Mr. McKlnley rose early this mom- 


ing and after a light breakfast taken 
In his apartments, he and his party 
were driven in open carriages along the 
route of the parade,' about seven 
miles in length. 
The drive was of 


course marked by incessant applause 
from the crowds. 
While driving up 


Broad stret he passed General Miles 
and his staff who were riding to the 
place of formation. 
The moment the 


General's sword made Its salutatory 
sweep the President arose In his car- 
riage and raised his hat, holding It 
aloft until they passed.

A SENSELESS CUSTOM. 


TVhile the Democratic county plat- 


form in this county declares In effect 
acrainst good roads, on the ground that 
they cost money, the state platforms 
of hoth parties declare for .good roads 
and endorse the work of ihe California 
Good Roads League. 
This Is an en- 


couraging sifjn. as indicating that there 
is a genera! interest ami some possibil- 
ity of action on the subject. 


The Good Roads Leayue has just Is- 


sued the draft of a bill which it is 
proposed to present to the next legisla- 
ture, providing: that the roads of the 
state shall be divided into three classes, 
state roads, county roads and district 
roads. 
State roads are to be estab- 


lished by the counties and maintained 
by thp state, county roads io be estab- 
lished and maintained by the counties 
under certain general didactic regula- 
tions -which it would probably be Im- 
possible to enforce, and district roads 
are to be maintained by the taxation of 
the district in which they He- 


Fifty per cent of the county road fund 


is to be devoted to the county roads, 
with the purpose of making them per- 
manently sood: the other fifty per- 
cent is to be returned to ihe districts 
which pay It, exceiiL that thirty-five per 
cent of it maybe distributed In the dis- 
cretion of the board of Supervisors. 


A considerable part of the 
bill 
as 


proposed is awkwardly drawn and is a 
better treatise on what 
a 
highway 


ought to be than a law for making it, 
but the general principle is good, so far 
as it g"oes. 


However, the two chief difficulties 


with our present road system are the 
lack of professional road makers and 
the temptation to treat the road fund 
as a political pero."isite. Railroad con- 
struction is entrusted to professionally 
trained railroad engineers. 
"We will 


iif-ver have good roads until we have 
colleges of road-huilding whose gradu- 
ates shall have charge of our road- 
building on a large scale. 
And we will 


never have an economical use of the 
road fund until its expenditure is in 
the hands of purely administrative offi- 
cers, who have nothing to do with rais- 
ing or distributing it. 
Then, and only 


then, will the way be cleared for some 
system of permanent road-building in 
place of the present wasteful system of 
road-pa tchl ng.

than the original cost of the seeds. 


When the seed distribution 
bureau 


was first organized its purpose was the 
testing of new and improved varieties, 
under •varying conditions of soil and 
climate. 
It has long since ceased to 


serve this purpose, and experiment sta- 
tions arp now established all over the 
country which serve the purpose bettor 
than the'sued distribution ever did. 
The only purpose 01 continuing the 
distribution is frankly acknowledge! to 
be the bribery of voters—not that any- 
body's vote is for sale for three cents' 
worth of turnip seed, of course, but that 
the personal recognition shown in send- 
ing the seed flatters the recipient intr 
a more favorable attitude toward the 
sender. 


If Congressmen are really convinced 


that their constituents arc so weak- 
minded as to be reached by such means, 
we think anullier inuUiod, both cheaper 
and more effective should be substi- 
tuted. 
A seed may increase ten twenty 


or an hundred fold in a year, but a 
printing press can multiply a hundred 
thousand impressions in a few hours.

From the Raisin Growers* 


Association. 


The Board of Underwriters De 


sire to Place the Packing 


House Insurance. 


fft.jii i-diurUity's Daily. 


The direct-ire uf the California Ral- 


S\K Growers' Association an-1 the Fres- 
no County Fire Underwriters are some- 
what at loggerheads over the insurance 
of the packing houses. 
The matter 


was brouffht to a focus yesterday af- 
ternoon, :md it seems to be on a fair 
way now to a satisfactory sc-ttlemeiit. 


The board of underwriters callod a 


meeting in F. M. Chlttenden's office 
and appointed a (jjmimlttee to meet 
wtih the raisin association directors; in 
the hope of making an agreement sat- 
isfactory to both sides. 
The meet- 


ins was held in the rooms of the asso- 
ciation, and the committee, consisting 
of W. T. Mattingly. Jacob Clark and 
F. M. ChUtetidun, submitted their prop- 
osition, which was tnken under advise- 
ment by the directors for a few days. 


Tlsf local 
board 
of 
underwriters 


claimed that they were bein? ignored 
"by the association, and that all the in- 
surance was beins placed through the 
firm of Shepherd & Co., of which, It 
was stated, A. L. Sayre, one of the rai- 
sin directors, had teen appointed sub- 
agent. 
Some time ago the directors 


asked the board for a uniform rate on 
all the packing houses from San Diejjo 
to Woodland, the association desiring 
to place the insurance Instead uf hav- 
ing: each packer insure his.own estab- 
lishment, as heretofore. 
Tn order to 


make a uniform rate on all the pack- 
ing houses the insurance companies 
sent men out to examine the differ- 
ent buildings to ascertain the risk and 
estimate what would be a fair rate. 
After making their inspection the In- 
surance men submitted their report to 
the companies, by which the rate was 
establishes at 5^-25 on every S100 worth 
of goods stored in the packing houses. 
The local board of fire 
underwriters 


did not receive that report until yes- 
terday. 


In the meantime, however, the board 


of directors of the association appoint- 
ed a committee on insurance. 
Mr. 


Sayre was one of the members of this 
committee and he proceeded to place 
the 
insurance through 
Shepherd & 


Company. 
Mr. Sayre himself was !ip- 


polnted a sub-agent of that firm. Shep- 
herd & Company are members of the 
local insurance compact, but have not 
attended the meetings of late. 


The board of under writers assert that 


that amount of insurance cannot be 
properly handler! byonenompanyana for 
that reason It should have been given 
to the board to be fairly distributed 
among the different agents. 
They re- 


gard the action of the directors in 
plac-ing- the insurance through one firm 
and through one of their own direct- 
ors as unprofessional. 


TThen the matter first came up the 


•directors, it Is understood, wanted are- 
bate on the ground that the insurance 
would have to be based on their books 
and that It would require two extra 
fllerks to keep track of the amount of 
goods In the packing houses each day. 


A well known insurance man, speak- 


ing of the demand for a. rebate, said 
the claim was preposterous 
The as- 


sociation knows the amount of its sales 
and the quantity of goods received 
each day. 
The difference between the 


goods received and tlie sales would 
constitute the basis tor the insurance 
of that day. 


Another insurance man said that he 


did not think the directors had any 
right to go ahead and place the insur- 
ance, isnorinjr the underwriters, for 
Hie reason that the latter assisted the 
association when it was not on such 
a firm foundation as It now is. Should 
the directors place the insurance them- 
selves several of the agents will lose 
business which they formerly controll- 
ed and others will be unable to place 
the insurance of their own raisins, 
which have been turned into the pool. 
Noble Bros, will be among the latter. 


Should the directors refuse to accede 


to the demands of the board of under- 
writers, the latter will advise the com- 
panies they represent not to reinsure 
the company which is In a fair way to 
gobble up the entire business. 
It is 


claimed that no company will takft 
9400,000 worth of insurance unless It 
can protect itself against loss by re- 
insuring in other companies, 


M. Theo. Kearney, in speaking- of the 


matter, stated last night thatthe board 
/of fire underwriters, through 
their 


-committee had made the directors a 
proposition something like that which 
was asked of them in the first place, 
.hut not until four weeks had elapsed 
and a portion of the insurance 
had 


been already placed. He said that the 
•directors took the proposition of the 
local board of underwriters under ad- 
visement for a few days, and he did 
not know what action would be event- 
ually taken.

CABINET IN CONGRESS. 


The suggestion of Secretary 
Long 


that cabinet members should have a 
seat and a voice, if not a vote, in the 
house of representatives is one which 
has often been made by scholars, but 
has never met-with much favor with 
congressmen or the people. 
The com- 


monest argument against it, that it is 
an imitation of England, is of course 
no argument at all. Our whole sys- 
tem of government is a conscious and 
deliberate imitation of England, and i( 
we dp not imitate this particular feat- 
ure of the English system it is simply 
because we think we have something 
better. 
But there are other argu- 


ments. 


The disadvantages o£ the American 


system are perfectly obvious. 
The 


governmental machine would run more 
smoothly if the same men were charged 
with raising anfl distributing revenues 
as are charged with the details of 
'pending them, and congress would 
work more smoothly if its leaders had 
a better recognized authority and more 
definite responsibility. But it was only 
a small part of the purpose of the au- 
thors of our constitution to make a 
smoothly running administrative ma- 
chine; they were chiefly concerned that 
the liberties of the peujjic should be 
guaranteed. 


The absolute separation of the legis- 


lative, executive and judicial depart- 
ments of our government frequently 
hinders smooth administration, but we 
are not yet ready to give it up on ihat 
account. 
The-cabinet system of Eng- 


lish government has destroyed that 
system of balanced powers of crown. 
lords and commons, which Ttlackstone 
declared was the essence of the Eng- 
lish constitution, and 
the 
Introduc- 


tion of the same system in this coun- 
try would also destroy the checks and 
balances of our constitution. 


"Within the present constitution and 


the rules of congress a much closer re- 
lation between the cabinet members 
and congress is possible and highly de- 
sirable. 
But let the cabinet once have 


seats in the house and sooner or later 
it will be responsible to the 
house. 


The President will then become a mere 
figure head, the senate a subordinate 
body, and the .omnipotence of the house 
of representatives be established. 
We 


are not yet ready to take the first step 
toward such a revolution 


The account of the life and person- 


ality of Truman G. Hart, in another 
column of today's Republican, is wor- 
thy of more attention than an ordi- 
nary campaign write up.

Imnri of the Empress of Germany. In 
spite of semi-official denial the Em- 
peror is asking anything from the Sul- 
tan. 
Advices received here from Con- 


stantinople report that the Mussul- 


are convinced the Sultan will 


make Kmperor Wfliam some great gift 
the Island ut Rhodes or the port of 
Haifa, on the bay of Acre, at the foot 
of Moimf Carmel. 
This would seem 


an appropriate Rift, for. at Haifa, a: 
the immediate foot of the mount, is a 
German-American mission colony, hav- 
inp: a good school, sixty stone dwell- 
ings and manufactories of soap and 
olive wood wares. 


The colony has a population of over 


300, while Haifa has a population of 
over 40,000. 
The Turks seem to have 


displayed genuine enthusiasm over the 
visit of the German Emperor and Em- 
press to Conslatiiiople. Dispatches re- 
ceived here from St. Petersburg show 
that the Emperor's journey to the east 
Is viewed there with the greatest sus- 
picion, and it is fully believed that Em- 
peror William is desirous of acquiring 
u portion of Ottoman territory. 


The Novoe Yremya in this sense 


warns Turkey that even a slight ces- 
sion of Turkish territory will be the 
beginning of the partition of the Turk- 
ish empire, if not of its ruin. 


The German newspapers at first re- 


ceived the English news of the anarch- 
ist plot in Alexandria against the life 
of Emperor William with skepticism 
and a section of the Germai press, in-
